W.A8H1BOTON, D'. C. , Yah. '24. — The 
House to-day on tlio 8tli billot decided 
in favor of Chicago as the placo for 
holding the World's Fair. 

New Youk, Feb. 24.— There was 

much regret expressed by tho citizeus 
of New York when it became known 
that tlio house of representatives hud 
voted to have tho World's Fair loouted 
at Chicago, The result wan attributed 
by many to political quarrels in this 
state, and by others to the efforts of tlio 
railroads centering at Chicago to secure 
tiie fair for that place, 

M-:\v irc-RK'S DISAPPOINTMENT. 
Auusv, N. V., Feb. '2-1. — QoverMor 
Hill received the details of the ballots 
on the World's Fair bill as fast as they 
were received by special wire. Ai fire* 
o'clock, when the sixth ballot wan an- 
nounced, he remarked that "it was 
gone." When the linal result was an- 
nounced ho seemed greatly disap- 
pointed. When asked Inter to uxprc.is 
an opinion upon the subject ho said : 
" I do not care to say anything at pre- 
sent. It is too delicate a matter for dis- 
cussion." Lieut. -Governor Jones said : 
" There in a possibility with such a 
small majority that the Senate by voting 
for New Vork, which 1 believe they 
will, will overbalance the objection to 
New Vork, and they will ugreo upon 
that city in conference and in open ses- 
sion." Senator Henry CoggeBhall said: 
"J think the Senate will repudiate the 
action of the House. .My idea is that 
they will agree on Washington and 
settle the matter in that way.". Speaker 
Huston said: "Just what 1 expected." 
Judge Greone said: "Politics killed it."

Mr. Martin, for the committee on 
Standing orders and private hills, re- 
ported the rules complied with in the 
petitions fur private bills from the Sey- 
mour Creek Electric Power Co., Van- 
couver Water Co., the Okanagon Ry. 
Co. and Westminster Electric Railway 
Co, The committee also recommended 
the suspension of the rules in order that 
the bill to incorporate the British 
Columbia Jockey Club, of Vancouver, 
might lie introduced. 

The report was received and a debate 
ensued on the question nf its adoption, 
I he point at issue being the advisability 
of suspending the rules to enable pri- 
vate bills, to bo introduced uft«r tlio sot 
time for their reception had expired. 

The report was adopted and ordered 
printed. 

OXAXAQON AND KOOTKN AV RY, 

Mr. Martin introduced a bill to incor- 
porate the Okanagon and Kootenay 
Railway Co. Bill passed its tirst read- 
ing and was referred to the railway 
committee, 

ASHCROKT AND CARIBOO nv. 

Mr. Sciiilin introduced the Ashcroft 
and Cariboo Railway bill, to incorporate. 
Head a first time and referred to tho 
railway committee. 

WIDE TIRES ACT. 

Mr. Anderson introduced a bill to 
amend the Wide Tires Act. Read a 
tirst time; second reading on Monday 
next. 

EASTKHN" SALMON PRY. 

Mr. Croft moved that an humble ad- 
dress be presented to His Honor the 
Lieut. -Governor, requesting him to re- 
present to the Dominion government the 
great bonciit that would accrue to this 
province if salmon of the eastern pro- 
vinces of Canada were introduced into 
the riyers of British Columbia, and to 
ask the Dominion government to causo 
salmon fry from the eastern provinces 
to lie dep. ..sited in the Cowlchau, Nft- 
iiiiiuio, Soolce and Courtonay rivers dur- 
ing I he present year. 

The mover said that his object in en- 
deavoring to secure ' eastern salmon for I 
British Columbia was to provide u qual- 
ity of fish that would take the lly, 
thereby attracting many sportsmen to 
the province. He commented on the 
good work that had been done by the 
hatcheries in the province and expressed 
the hope that tho resolution would meet 
with no opposition. 

Hun. Mr. Bobaon hoped that instead 
of naming four rivers on the Island, the 
introducer of tho resolution would men- 
tied generally "tho rivers of British Col- 
umbia. " 

Mr. Croft, with the permission of the 
House, amended the resolution to inesv 
the suggestion of the Premier, and it 
was adopted.

SUPPLY. 

The House went into committee of 
supply, Mr. Duck in the chair. 

Hon. Mr. Turner said that the pub- 
lic accounts to Deoember 31st last would 
be presented in a few days. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven complained of tlio 
lateness of the hour for the presentation 
of the accounts. In Ontario thoy were 
always brought down prior to the end 
of January. 

Hon. Mr. Turner explained that the 
means of communication were better in 
Ontario, and that in consequence it was 
impossible to present the accounts, as 
early in British Columbia as in the 
Eastern provinces. In the case of Koote- 
nay, for instance, it would be impossible 
to receive tho accounts till tiie end of 
January. The motion that a supply be 
granted to Her Majesty passed, and the 
committee rose, reported the motion, 
and it was ordered that they sit again at 
the next sitting oi the House. 

MEDICAL ACT. 

Hon. Mr, Davie moved the second 
reading of B bill to amend the Medical 
Act. 

Ho said that tho principal objecL of 
the bill was to correct an error in tiie 
consolidation ot the statutes, which, 
contrary to the spirit of tho Medical 
Act of 1880, had created a distinction 
between medical men coming from 
Great Britain ami Ireland, ami those 
coming from the colonies or tho pi evinces 
of Canada by allowing the former to be 
registered without qualifying by an 
examination. The second clause of the 
bill, however, now introduced, provid- 
ing that tho act should be retroactive ill 
its operation was a mistake in drafting. 
Thb; section had crept in through inad- 
vertence, and in coimii ittee he (Mr. 
Davie) would move to strike it out. 
When in committee he (Mr. Davie) in- 
tended to oiler another amendment 
sweeping away the legislation of last 
session, freeing homoepnthic doctors 
from being governed by the " Medi- 
cal Act," which provision had the 
effect of allowing this school of medical 
men to be admitted to practice without 
examination or other restriction. A 
majority of members of the House at the 
last session, led away by the plausible 
arguments of a prominent member of 
the opposition, had been induced to 
adopt this exceptionally class measure, 
for such it was, allowing, as it did. 
homeopathic physicians to come in with- 
out restriction, whilst subjecting the 
allopathic practitioner to examination 
and close scrutiny. Tho members of the 
opposition, with two exceptions, had 
strongly advocated this class measure. 

He (Mr. Davie) had voted against it 
then, but unsuccessfully, and had 
brought in a second bill, which, how- 
ever, could not do much to repair the 
injury which had been done. He hoped 
that the House would now he disposed 
to reconsider its determination of last 
session. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven opposed tlio second 
reading of the bill, and favored the re- 
ference of the whole matter to a special 

committee. He offered on amendment 

dealing with the entire subject of the 
admission and regulation of medical 
practitioners, and proposing to refer it 
ton seleot committee. 

Mr. Grant seconded the amendment. 

Hon. Mr. Davie could not see that 
anything was to be gained by the delay 
that would be caused by the accepta- 
tion of the amendment, There was no 
necessity for sending this measure to a 
committee, as there was no legislation 
that required amendment beyond 
that now proposed; the class legis- 
lation in favor of the homoeopaths 
was introduced last session by an 
opposition member, and was warmly ad- 
vocated by the entire opposition with 
the exception of Mr. Bole and Mr. Orr. 
The relegation of this matter to a select 
committee would only involve delay, 
whioh was far from desirable inasmuch 
as there was animmense amount of busi- 
nhss now before the House. 

Hon. Mr, Pooley also oppose.! the 
amendment offered by Hon,, Mr. Beaven. 

Mr. Semlin spoke briefly in support of 
the amendment. 

The bill passed its second reading and 
was committed, with Mr. Haslam in tho 
chair. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven took a point of or- 
der in committee upon the section con- 
cerning the homeopaths, w hich was, he 
considered, irrelevant to the subject 
matter of the bill. 

The committee rose "and reported the 
point to Mr. Speaker, who reserved his 
decision thereupon. 

In committee again, Hon. Mr. Davie 
withdrew the clause upon which the 
point of order had been taken so as 
to save time, which was of more value 
t hail tho discussion of points of order. 
He would bring it in on report, and the 
bill thus amended was reported to the 
House. Report to bo considered on 
Thursday. 

INDIAN RESERVES, 

Hon. Mr. Heaven's amendment to Mr. 
Duck's resolution relative to tho Song- 
ish reserve on Victoria harbor, upon 
which tlio debate had been adjourned, 
was next brought forward. 

Hon. Mr. Robson asked the Speaker 
if t he amendment was in order. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven contended that bis 
amendment was merely an abstract 
resolutii.il, which might be barren of 
results, but which could not possibly 
bo out of order. 

Hon. Mr, Pooloy thought that tho 
point of order was well taken, us he 
considered the resolution more than an 
abstract one, directing tile government 
to take n certain course of action. 

The amendment was ruled out of 
order by the Speaker. 

Mr. Grant, speaking to the original 
resolution, thought that it was high 
time that the barrier of the reserve, 
which had long prevented the advance- 
ment of Victoria in that direction 
should ho removed, He was of th. 

opinion that the government should do 
all iii their power to enable the land of 
the reserve cither to lie acquired by tho 
city of Vlotorla or private individuals. 

Hon. Mr. Pooley thought that nil 
were agreed upon ono point — that tho re- 
moval of the Indians was a, necessity. 
There was, however, n difference 
of opinion as to whether the land 
should ho made to form 11 part of Vic- 
toria city or Victoria District. 

Tho resolution wars adopted without 
dissent. 

THE RAILWAY BILL. 

Hon. Mr. DaTio asked that the 
Second rending of the bill be put on the 
orders for the first thing Tuesday, Jt 
now being after o'clock it was too late 
to go into the niattor. 

MUNICIPALITIES AMENDMENT BILL.

Ottawa, Feb. 24. — Hon. Mr. Tuppor 
loft for Washington this afternoon to 
take part in the Behring's Sea negotia- 
tions, the British minister having tole- 
graphed to the Governor-General that it 
would be necessary for a Canadian re- 
presentative to bo present. Your cor- 
respondent was informed by n member 
f the cabinet to-night thai this mission 
of tlio Minister of Fisheries was entirely 
in conueetion with tho Behring's Sea 
dispute, the negotiations in connection 
with the tisbing question on the Atlan- 
tic coast not yet having assumed such 
a position as to require the immediate 
presence of a Canadian representative at 
Washington. As regards Hie Behring's 
Sea question, it is learned in reliable 
quarters that as yet the one phase of 
the dispute which the British minister 
and Secy. Blaine are considering is tha 
question of damage sustained by British 
Columbia vessels. It it believ- 
ed that a satisfactory under- 
standing in this eountfetion will 
be arrived at. The Statement tele- 
graphed here from Washington that the 
United Stales had determined to hold 
to their original claim that Behring's 
Sea is a closed bea, is discredited. The 
fact has been pointed out to Tilt: Col- 
onist correspondent that the United 
States representatives would hardly 
agree to a settlement of the claims foi 
damage entered by British Columbia 
vessels seized in Behring's Sea if the 
United States intended adhering to her 
original claim to exclusive jurisdiction 
in these waters. 

Sir John has declined to bring down 
the correspondence relative to the pro- 
posed fast Atlantic service, on the 
ground that it might be prejudicial to 
the negotiations in progress. 

Clark Wallace proposes an amend- 
ment to tho Combines Bill to meet the 
wishes of the labor organizations. 

Tho budget will not bo brought down 
for a fortnight. 

Considerable satisfaction is felt here 
at the selection of Chicago as the site for 
the World's Fair. The result will be of 
great benefit to Canada, as our trans- 
portation lines will receive a good shuro 
of the European travel. 

F. S. Barnard will ask for copies of 
the correspondence between the govern- 
ment and the Superintendent of the 
Canadian Pacific telegraphs in British 
Columbia, referring to the reconstruc- 
tion of tho government line between 
ishcroft and Barkerville.

Q0EBEO, Feb. 24. — A terrible murder 
occurred yesterday at St. Albans, some 
forty miles above Quebec. A man 
named Dubois in a lit of the wildest 
rage occasioned by jealousy, seized an 
axe and murdered his wife, mother-in- 
law and two children aged four years 
and two months respectively. The 
bodies of the women were found with 
their skulls opened and smashed to a 
jelly, their abdomens cut open and the 
entrails hanging out,. and pe'tions of 
the brains were scattered about the 
place. The bodies of the two children 
Were also cut and lorn in a most bar- 
barous manner. The two months' old 
baby was entirely beheaded, while 
another cut exhibited the heart and 
lungs. The elder boy, as ho lay on 
a bed, appeared to have died in terrible 
agony. His legs were hacked to pieces 
and his body showed indications of 
having been struck repeatedly before re- 
ceiving a fatal blow. The news of the 
tragedy spread like wild-tire among the 
parishoners of St. Alban, and a posse 
was organized to go in pursuit of the 
liend. He was arrested late last night 
in the woods by a man named Manda, 
and be is held in custody until the ar- 
rival of the provincial police, who are 
now on tho way to the scene of the 
murder. 

Evidence of Foul Place. 

London, Out., Fob. '21, — Barnlet G. 
Sixton, J. P., one of the most prominent 
men of this district, left St. John last 
Monday night for his home a short dis- 
tance from that place, but never reached 
home. All the week hundreds of men 
scoured the country and drugged the 
river in search ol him, hut nothing was 
discovered until yesterday, when the 
body was found, hearing marks of vio- 
lence, ill Midway Creek. Ho had con- 
siderable money when he disappeared, 
but none was found on him and foul 
play is suspected,

Frosen to Death. 

St. John, N. B., Feb. 24.— On Friday 
morning Mrs. Steven Wilcox, of Rock 
Homond, was found sealed ill her sleigh 
shout half a mile from home, frozen to 
death. Thursday afternoon, during a 
fearful storm, she left the city against 
the warning of friends to drivo home, 
and was seen about two miles from here 
by neighbors, who advised her not to 
proceed.

Sir Charles H. Lewis, Conservative 
member for North Antrim, gave notice 
that he would offer a motion that the ' 
House deplores the fact that Dillon, 
O'Brien and other members have been 
declared parties to the treasonable con- 
spiracy, and that Mr. Parnell nnd ninny 
others have been declared parties to a 
criminal conspiracy, in consequence of 
iuh the House iinds the conduct of 
such members deserving of censure. 

Mr. Sexton moved to adjourn for tho 
purpose of discussing the illegal violence 
of the Irish executive during the Claugary 
evictions, citing in support' of his mo- 
tion many cases of violence and lawless 
outrage on the part of the police. 

Mr. Balfour denied the truth of the 
assertions of Sexton, who, he said, 
thought that the evictees should bo al- 
lowed to violate the law without mo- 
lestation. 

Sir Charles Russell attacked Balfour's 
government of Ireland as a despotism 
which endangered the peace of the 
country. 

Sexton's motion was rejected by 195 
to 154. 

R. Cunningham Graham (Gladstonian) 
moved an amendment to the address in 
favor of shortening the hours of labor, 
and asking that the delegates who may 
attend the labor conference at Berlin or 
Berne bo so instructed. Ho said that 
Bradlaugh had offered an amendment 
which was injurious to trade, and 
which the revolutionists might favor. 
He (Graham) was for reform, not revo- 
lution. Sir James Ferguson, under 
secretary for foreign affairs, announced 
that the government deemed it prema- 
ture to state the replies of England to 
Germany and Switzerland, inasmuch as 
the Berne conference had been aban- 
doned. 

Lord Randolph Churchill Baid he saw 
no reason for secrecy. Ho favored dis- 
cussion of the matter. He thought the 
amendment innopportune, and criticised 
Mr. Bradlaugh's attitude harshly. Ho 
would advise parliament to be sympa- 
thetic instead of dogmatic in relation to 
the demands of the labor party. 

The amendment of Mr. Graham was 
rejected by IDS to S7, and the address 
was then adopted.

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THE OHATTEBIJXU ORGAN. 

When a disputant [ails to prove liis 
point it is foolish for him either to scold 
or to gabble, lie may, to koop up his 
credit with the ignorant and tho un- 
thinking, keep t lie gab agoing, but 
every one who niisBeasos' tbe least intel- 
ligence sees that he lias been beaten, 
and that he continues wrangling to hide 
his discomfiture. This is what the 
organ of the Opposition is doing in the 
education controversy. It Bet out with 
the object of proving that the 
present Government and its im- 
mediate predecessor had converted 
the Educational Departmental to 
a "political machine." It contended 
that it was for this purpose, and for no 
other, that the Government invested it- 
self with tho power of suspending and 
of cancelling tho certificates of teuohei 
and that it was to keep the 
under tho thumb of the Minister ol 
Education that they were required 
to present themselves for re-exarnina 
tion. 

Our reply was the one that would 
suggest itself to every fair-minded man. 
Wk asked our contemporary to peovk 
its position. We called upon it to pro- 
duce instances of abuse of authority, to 
show by unimpeachable facts that the 
Government was in the habit of treating 
teachers tyrannically or that it evei 
persecuted a teacher on account of bis 
political opinions. Wo repeated this 
demand so often that our contemporary 
■was forced to cry out that our iteration 
was nauseating. This of itself was u 
confession of defeat, it was a clear ad- 
mission that it hud made accusations 
which it was not able to prove. 

But tho Tinas did more than this. 
Seeing that the Premier had insisted on 
an enquiry into the way in * Inch the 
Department of Education hud boon ad- 
ministered, and knowing very well that 
such an enquiry would redound to 
tho credit of tho Government, it de- 
clared that its "strictures of sec- 
tion nine and its concomitant fea- 
tures" were not directed against the 
Minister of Education. Llero again 
was a signal and most dishonest con- 
fession of failure, its strictures were 
directed against the Premier. The sole 
object of its numerous and bitterly 
abusivoarticleswas tobhow that the lion. 
John Kohoon is an autocrat, and that 
he had procured changes in the school law 
with the intention of making himself an 
autocrat. It might he thought that, 
after making that statement, tho Times 
would have thu decency and the pru- 
dence to drop the education controversy. 
But it does not seem to know what 
decency and prudence are. Though a 
Self-convicted false accuser it continues 
its diatribes on the education question. 
Like the village schoolmaster, "though 
vanquished" it "could argue still." 

Though it could not adduce one single 
fact in proof of its reiterated charges, 
though it could not produce a particle 
of evidence of any kind to establish its 
position, though, when driven to the 
wall, it was fain to confess that its 
strictures were not directed against the 
Minister of Education, still it goes on 
throwing mud at the Premier in the 
' hope that some of it will stick. 

Our reply to the charge that the Gov- 
ernment changed I he law for the pur- 
pose of enabling the Minister of Educa- 
tion to tyrannise over the teachers, was 
that the school law, and even tho school 
regulations, are, to-day, substantially 
tho same as they were ten or more 
years ago, and that the changes that 
have been made since then are, without 
exception, favorable to the teachers. 
Tho accurracy of our statements was 
not questioned by our contemporary. 
It, in fact, was forced to admit that the 
second count in its indictment against 
the Government could nut he sustained. 
Tho reader sees that if the law which 
the Times says was specially intended 
to enslave tho teachers was not 
enacted under any Government of 
Which the Premier was a mem- 
ber, tho charge that he caused 
thu law to he passed in order 
that be might become an " auto 
erat" falls to the ground, There is no- 
thing whatever to support it. Our con- 
temporary sees this and endeavors to 
divert attention from its disgraceful de- 
feat by accusing us of having a "pen- 
chant for antiquarian researches." Our 
taHtecloesnotlieinth.it direction. We 
prefer tho present to the past, hut noine- 
timea when a slanderer is to he exposed 
and a false accuser is lo bo confuted it 
is necessary to search into the records 
of tho past. It was to show that the 
accusation preferred by the organ of the 
Opposition, that, the Minister of Kdnc.t- 
tion procured the legislation of which it 
complains, is false, that we took 
a glance backwards. Tho re- 
sult has boon to show be- 
yond contsoversy, that it has been bear- 
ing false witness against the late and the 
present Government. The proof is con- 
clusive. The laws of which the Times 
complains were enacted before Mr. Bob- 
son was a member of any government, 
and the school regulations, which it de- 
clares to be obnoxious, were mil drawn 
up by any official at present in tlie edu- 
cation department. 

W'o have proved hya reference to 

laws and documents accessible to every- 
one that (hi' charges which the Times 
has brought against the Government do 
not contain a .-chit ilia of truth — that 
they aro from the lirsl weird to the last 
false. Tho Times knows this only too 
well, yet it keep/: on gabbling. Never 
was a wanton id tack upon a Govern- 
ment more signally repulMd; It oannol 
sustain its position by either facts or 
arguments [t cannot point to one not 
of tyranny or to one case even of hard 
ship, yet it continues to prate about 



tho "sins" of tho Department of Educa- 
tion. All that it has proved in this 
education controversy is that it is u 
false licensor and a slanderer. That 
ami nothing more. 

THE HE AT DEBATE. 

The Bill introduced by Mr. Dalton 

McCarthy, which has created such a 
disturbance in Ottmvn, is a very short 
one indeed. It is contained within not 
quite ten lines of letter press. 
It is a small spark, hut it 
seemed likely to kindle a very large 
lire. The part of the bill to which ex- 
ception was principally taken is found 
in kho preamble. These are the words : 

"Whereas, it is expedient in the in- 
terest of the national unity of the 
Dominion that there should boa com- 
munity of language among tho people 
of Canada, &c." 

The reader sees that this does not 
apply to the. North-west Territories 
alone, but to the whole of the Dominion 
of Canada. The bill, in an indirect way, 
condemned the official use of the French 
language in the province of Quebec as 
well as in the North-west Territories, and 
this is why it evoked so strong an oppo- 
sition and created such an intense ex- 
citement. It was against this short 
clause of a sentence that the speeches of 
the leading men in Parliament, on both 
sides, spoke SO earnestly and at such 
groat length, [f Parliament assented to 
thispropositiun Mr. McCarthy could eon- 
listeutly next year demand that the 
official use of the French language be 
discontinued in Quebec, and Parliament 
could not consistently refuse thut de- 
mand.

NICOLA CORRESPONDENCE. 

Unfertunatc Condition of Affairs iu tho 
Lower Nicola. 

[Correspondence of Uio Colonist.) 

Mr. A. E. Howse, accompanied by 
his wife and son, started for the east, 
February 17th, on business in connec- 
tion with the erection of a roller Hour 
mill at Nicola. 

The residents of the valley are vorv 
enthusiastic over the scheme, aud seem 
disposed to render Mr. Howso all the 
assistance in their power. On Tuesday, 
10th, a meeting was held nt Nicola 
Lake in the interests of the project, and 
81, 500 was subscribed, a committee of 
live guaranteeing the amount on tho 
mill being completed aud furnishing a 
good quality of Hour. 

Mr. Howse is to be congratulated on 
receiving such generous support from 
the ranchers, in view of the heavy losses 
sustained by them through the grass- 
hopper plague of the post summer, and 
the present rather doubtful prospect of 
wintering their cattle through. 

The outlook for stock is becoming 
more serious every day. The Indians 
are entirely out of feed and their cattle 
and horses are dying, while tho stock- 
men, with very few exceptions, have 
barely enough lo last a week longer. 
There is at present no i ndication of a 
breaking up of winter, and if it con- 
tinues much longer, it will mark this as 
one of tho most disastrous seasons in the 
history of Nicola. 

To tub EDITOR: Allow me a small 
space in your paper for the purpose of 
giving your readers an idea of how 
afiairs have been, and aro, progressing 
at this time of year, 2000 feet in ulti- 
tude. Of course this distance in height, 
sloppy weather need not be ex- 
pected, but bad it been something more 
I nearly allied to such kind of weather 
' than what it is, the dwellers of Nicola 
would have preferred it. In order to 
name a winter to parallel this 1 must go 
hack ten years. There has been about 
ten weeks of sleighing, and the cold 
has been almost continuous. Strangers 
to this neighborhood during tho last 
year cannot fully appreciate the full 
consequence of this severity of cold. It 
simply means that this exceptional 
cold stretch of weather has followed an 
exceptionally barren harvest field. A 
summer and harvest that brought no 
crops -from grasshoppers' destruction — 
have been followed by dearth of food 
during the most hunger-producing sea- 
son of the year. I am alluding, of 
co.ii.se, not In human suffering, but to 
that of cattle. ( lod forbid that I should 
exaggerate, but what can bu tho result 
other than starvation to many head of 
cattle and horses when even at 
this dale the owners' last straw lias 
been fed, and judging the future merely 
by too past, it is quite within the realm 
of possibilities to look for another month 
of winter. Even should the snow go, the 
soil— as a rule — in as destitute of Iced as 
a Victoria street, thanks to drought, 
tires and grasshoppers. Of courue this 
has all happened for our good, but our 
faith is not as stroug as perhaps it 
ought to bo. Nevertheless, this locality | 
may look for abundant crops of grass 
ami hay -but of grain it is doubtful, 
as the seed-grain is non-oxistent — the 
coning spring from the ul, umlaut floods 
with which the land will bo soaked. 
The transit of the mails has here been 
much impeded by deep snow drifts, 
where the road, thanks to some Tom 
Noddy of an engineer, is laid out over 
the top of a high mountain instead of 
skirting the base. Our Sponco's Bridge 
road, our chief outlet, is almost impass- 
able from landslides; it never was any- 
thing else hut a cattle trail at the best, 
Unfortunately this is off the main track, 
and nobody who has any connection 
wilh tho capital bus any interest bore.
